Crescent City is situated on the banks
of one of Florida's most attractive inlund
waters—Lake Crescent.  This lake is
about one hundred miles south of Jack-
sonville and is one of the lnirgest in the
stote, It is noted for iis high western
shore, (the highest ground in Florida
enst of the St John's rivery, the many
miles of luxuriant orange groves that
cover its sloping banks, and its placid
land-locked waters. s northern, eas-
tern and southern shores are low, bui
upon them, ns well as upon the banks of
the creeks and streams that ¢mply inlo
the lake, are many marked scones of
tropical beauty,  Here grow side by side
the massive cypress, the red cedar, and
the live oak, with here und there a sinfe
lv palm, and 1o complete the picture,
all are drapped, by the hand of the
Grreat Artist, with Spanish moss and
wild vines, intermingled with mistleloe
and gorgeous flowers.

All localities have a history that is
waorthy of record, and the region around
Lake Crescent Is no exception 1o this
rule, It is my purpose, this evening, 1o
relate two events that occurred on the
banks of this luke, that have made this
section locally famous, and are also re-
markable beecause of a coincidence In
their termination,  History records one
of these events, bat s cold records con-
tain no details, and 18 therefore largely
shorn of iis interest. 1 huve sought the
ald of teadition, however, to supply that
in which history is silent, and 1 am thus
enabled o write, for the first time, the
whale of the siory.

Following the revolt of 1he Seminole
Indiuns aguinst the autbority ol the
United States in 1835, muny expeditions
were sent by the government for the
purpose of subduing them, bot all had
ended in [ailure. Gen, Thompson had
been killed, Maj. Dade and his whole
command had been massacred, cxeept
one man who had succceded in hiding
himself beneath the bodies of the slain.
Gen, Clinch, Gen, Scott, Gen, Gaines
and Governor Call all falled of suceess.
The frequent mids made by the Semi
noles and the horrible atrocities they
committed had  deiven the setilers irom
their homoes, Most of them bad sought
refuge in 8L Auguestine, Jacksonvith
and other lorge towns. Wearied by
their continued acts of barbarity, Presi
dent Van Buren, in the fall of 1837 or
dered Col. Zachary Taylor, with a force
of over 1,000 men, to proceed against
the Seminoles, and subdue them at any
cosl. Accordingly on a beautiful morm-
ing in early December Col. Taylor left
St. Augustine fully equipped lor a Iqﬂs
campaign, and with the determination
to pursue the Seminoles into the Ever
gladds, if necessary, and never let up un
til he loreed them into submission,  His
destination was Fort Drane, about 75
miles southwest of St, Augustine, where
the Seminoles were supposed to be con
centrated, The renowned chief, Osceo
Ia, haying been seized nod imprisoned by
the U. S. outhorities in 1837, was suc
ceeded by Chiel Micanopy, who was
noted for his extreme cruclty and mar
velous cunning. Micanopy being ap
prised of the movements of Col. Taylor,
concelved the idea of meeting him and
entrapping him in an ambuscade.  Ac
vordingly, the old chief, with about o
half thousand followers, made a rapid
mareh northward, reachiog Haw Creck,
one of the tribufaries of Lake Crescent,
4 few hours in sdvance of Col, Taylor's
forces.  Mere among the almost Impene
irable vines, dwarl palmetie and dense
folinge, he decided to form his ambus
cade,  The place sclected was about
ane-hall mile from Lake Crescent, at the
v the tail along which Col.
advancing, crossed the creek,
Here the ereck was from 30 to 40 feet
deep, and about 100 feet wide. The
crafty old chiel knew that Col. Taylot
would find 11 necessary 10 construct o
pontaon bridge, and that considerable
tme would e requited for his whole
command to cross. Ilis plan was to
make the attack while the army  was in
the act of crossing.

Col. Taylor had secured the aid of
the best scouts known lo the service,
nd one ol them, who was several hours
in advance of the army had discovered
the ambuscade, without revealing his
presence 1o the  Indinns.  This  was
promptly reported w0 Col. Taylor, who
wt onee decided upon n plan  that would
not only thwart the purpose of the
Seminoles, bhut was also designed to use
their own well conceived plan 1o ac
complish their uner defeat and rout
Fherefore, he detached hall of his com
mand telore he entered the Jungle-

which covers the approach to the creck
for hall & mile on both sides of [t—with
instructions 1o march up the ereck
about two miles, then cross to the south
side, make a wide detour and surprise
the enemy from the rear, while he (Col.
Taylor) with the balance of his (orces
would approach the nordh bank of the
ereck opposite the ambuscade, ¢ut down
trees ond make preparations for bulid
ing and laying pontoons. This he did
for the two-fold purpose of deceiving
the Seminoles into the beliel that they
had not been discovered, which would
doubtless prevent them from detecting
the flank movement, and at the same
time guide the flanking parly by the
noise of {alling trees and ringing axes 1o

cade. The [anking party, after they
had crossed the creek, which they were
fortunately enailed to do on the trunk
of a fallen tree that spanned it, passed
through the jungle on the south side
and there found a wide paarie covered
with high grass, which helped them to

up the river. The caplain correcily sur
mised that it was a Confedemnte gunboat
that the lookout had discovered hlm:
and  that it was now endeavoring to
make its escape. He immediately gave
chase, and was not long in observing
thut the two gunboats were about equal-
ly matched in speed. The Federal gun-
boat carried the heavier and better ma-
chinery, but was fed with coal, while
the Confederate was fed with pitch pine
knots, which were about equivalent to
trpentine.  However, the Federal gun.
boat scemed to be gaining slightly,
when the Confederate abruptly disap-
peared from view under the massive cy-
press timber  that  lined  the shore.
When the Federal captain reached the
place: where the boat disappeared, he
found that another river emptied into
the St Johns at this point, 8! course
he at onee turned his boat up this un-
lnown stream, and followed in the
wanke of the (lecing Confederate. “This
river, now known as Deep river, is the
most tortuous streams in Florida, and 10
miles were made without either one
catching sight of the other, but at last
they emerged from the cypress into a
broad and most beautiful ldake., The
northern captiin had never beheld such
asightas now lay before him. Eagles,
fish-hawks and numerous tropical birds
were flying everywhere, and were loud.
Iy voieing their protests at this vnwel-
come Intrusion upon  their peaceful
hauts,  Alligators and turtles slipped
from their peroh on some slimey log or
moss covered bank, and dived into the
depth of the dark water,  But the eap-
tnin could not stop to observe the won-
ders of his new surroundings, for there
ihout three miles ahead, was the Con-
federate  gunbout, the smoke pouring
irom her stack, and her huoll fairly cleny-
ing the stll waters of the lake. Then
begun & mee of twenty straight miles in
the open water, The Federal caplain
redoubled his efforts. He changed the
stokers every 15 minutes, He aceele-
rated the draft by turning a jet of super-
heated steam on the fire, The steam
vialves were wide open, and  the timbers
ol the gunboat squeaked and groaned
upder the strain os she forged ahead,
lirowing the spray [rom her bows far
ibove her deck, Tt was clear that they
were now gnining, One could plainly
mpke out the Confedernte flag with the
naked eye. They could not be more
than n mile apart. Then, again, they
were nol more than two miles from the
head of the lake, and as no outlet could
be seen, ceriainly the race must soon
end. The guancers were all in their
places, the sammunition was being passed
up and the guns were all loaded, A
shell was sent alter the Confedernte,
but she heeded not. It now looked as
though they intended 1o beach her, for
she wus running straight toward the
shore, but just as they were expecting
1o se¢ her run bigh upon the beach, she
shot in under the vine-covered irecs,
wnd wos lost to view in the mouth of a
creek.  The Confederate captain knew
ihe waters, and believing he had the
iighter draft boat of the two, his inten

tion was to take to Haw ecreek—for
stich it proved to be—and run far up in

to the shullows where the Yankee boat
wuld not follow.  This would have
worked very well had i not been that
1 paetly submerged log which they en.

countered about one-half mile from the
lake barred their further progress, and
changed the Confedernte captain's plans.
He hurriedly called the men to their
puns, and ordered the hoat scuttled,

Ihe sea cocks were all opened, and the
boat began to settle. But just around
the bend was seen the black smoke
from the Yankee gunboat. In another
moment she came into sight, with the
caplain on top of the pilol house, and
the guners in  their positions, The
Yonkee gun boat had not wholely turn

ed the bend when a pull of white
smoke, from one of her bow guns,
marked the opening ol the battle. The
Confederate guns were well served and
the fire of the Yankee guns was returned
with much energy, in spite of the fact
that their own boat was rapidly sinking.
Shell after shell from the Yankee guns
tore their deck or burst among  the
biranches of the trees around their heads.
Splinters [rom the deck and pilot house
[iled the air. Their boat listed to one
side, and, consequently, their guns could
no longer be usifd. The volee of the
Confedernte captain was head through
the smoke calling for every man o save
himsell, but just then the very air
scemed alive with missiles, the boat
stemed 1o be struck in hundreds of
places, and even the water around her
lnirly boiled with striking shot, The
Yankees had fired a charge of grape and
canister at short range, and had swept
the decks of the sinking Confederate.
I'he Federal captain ordered  the liring
to cease.  He hastily mn along side,
and boarded the sinking vessel, A
number of dexd and wounded were re-
moved from the deck, and just as the
last. body was taken oll, the gun-boat
sank to the bottom ol the ereek, carry-
ing down the flag with her, The Fed

vl eaptain did not attempt to follow
tie Confederates who had fled into the
jungle, but he landed 1o bury the dead,
among which were two of his own men,
A place was selected where the bank
seemed o be somewhat elevated above
the surrounding ground. In fact it ap-
peated to be a small knoll, They dug
dieep and when they had reached the
proper depth, the spade struck some-
thing hard Examination proved the
object to be a human skull, and the long
straight hair  and  high cheek bones
showed plainly that it was the skull of
an. Indian By a strange coincidence
they had struck the same place where
Col, Taylor had buried the dead from
the buttle with the Seminoles a quarter
of a century before.  They placed the
hodies of their own dead, and also those
ol 1heir Confederate foes, by the side
ol the Indians and piled the ground high
above them.

On the resurrection morning what
stange contrasts will appear when this
group shall rise from their secluded se
pulchre. There will be the untaught
Seminole braves who died believing
that they were defending their rightful
heritage, set apart for them by the
Great Spirit. By them will stand Col.
Taylor's daring rifle-men who died be-
lieving that their ancestors had been
divinely led to this land to establish a
aew  civilimtion, and that no savage
power should be allowed to inteifere
with its progress.  Next will come the
bovs in grey who died delending their
boat with Spartan valor, fully believing
that their cause was just, and with them
will appear the boys in blue, who at the
call of their country, willingly braved
the dangers of war in » strange land, re-
mote from home and loy ones, and
